1 his sharp tongue person avers that he

ed him false. About Lewes' extraordinary 
ugliness there could be no two opinions 
There was not a good feature m his face, 
yet his face as a whole was one which you 
would look twice at, and which had, at 
any rate the merit of not being common- 
place.
